On Monday, family members iden¬ 
tified Rodney Farquharson as the 
SB-year-old man who was killed lifter 
three vehicles were involved in a col¬ 
lision near 66 Street and Fort Hoad 
Sunday morning Investigators believe 
speed was a factor in the crash, ac¬ 
cording to police. 

“We're still in shock and trying 
to come to terms with everything.” 
said Farquharson s niece Chasity 
Okirnow. “People need to be smart 
enough to respect the speed limits. 
It’s just senseless.” 

Okirnow said Farquharson was 


a kind man who loved his family. 

“He was a gentle giant.” she said. 
“1 don't think 1 ever saw him angry” 
A j-9-year-old man was driving a 
Honda Accord southbound in the 
centre lane of 66 Street at Fort Road 
when he allegedly switched Lines 
and rear-ended Farquarson’s car, 
ultimately killing him. 

The driver of the Accord then 
veered into the northbound lane, 
suifcing an SUV which contained an 
eight-year-old girl and a 55-year-old 
■woman, both of whom sustained 
minor injuries. 

Okirnow said the 
father of the injured 
girl reached out to 
her: offering his con¬ 
dolences. “The in¬ 
vestigating officer 
told us that if my 
unde wasn't impact¬ 
ed fust, it could have 
been devastating for 
the other family,” 
she said. "We suffered a loss and they 
didn't. It gives us comfort knowing 
the father took the time, and we’re 
grateful his daughter is OK.”

Turns out Edmonton's sky-high

“I just happened to be look¬ 
ing up at the right time and no 
ticed it," Jones said. “I thought, 
That's kind of unusual and in¬ 
teresting.'” 

Others strolling through 
downtown also had questions. 

“So is it a phone booth that's 
open to the public 1 ?" asked Jacob 
Johnson, walking by with a tray 
of coffees. "'Can someone use if?" 

Everyone's queries were an¬ 
swered Monday. No, you can’t 
use it, and it will be removed.

Advocate 
asks if city 
ready for 
refugees

Is Edmonton ready lor what some 
predict could be a " flood" of asy¬ 
lum seekers from Montana com¬ 
ing with the spring thaw? 

That's the question on the 
mind of Ingrid Flores, founder 
of Edmonton's Latin American 
Community Engagement Net¬ 
work, who told Metro the or¬ 
ganization recently requested a 
meeting with Mayor Don Jveson. 

“ The routes to get into the 
country are going to become 
more passable,” Flores said. 
“We're going to start hearing 
more stories. There will be a 
flood of people going to come. 

“And we don't know yet what 
Trump is going to do, but a lot of 
people are scared at this stage— 
How prepared is our city?" 

Despite Edmonton's distance 
from the border the possibility 
that Alberta could see an influx 
of asylum seekers like those en¬ 
tering Manitoba, Quebec and RC 
isn’t just being discussed in the 
city's Latino community, either 

Edmonton's mayor could not 
be reached for comment Mon¬ 
day, but Calgary's Naheed Nenshi 
earlier expressed caution about 
“sanctuary city” declarations if 
they're mere “symbolism for 
the sake of symbolism," since 
immigration, health and educa¬ 
tion foil outside city authority. 

Flores’ hope is that Edmonton 
at least reviews services available, 
coordinates with other levels of 
government and advocates if it 
finds gaps. 

“The question always goes 
back to what can a municipal¬ 
ity do?" Elores asked.. "Is the city 
government having this conver¬ 
sation ... to make sure they can 
provide services to these families 
that need to start aU over?”

Setbacks, hard 
work don’t 
dim athlete’s 
dreams

Adebayo Kutiiti continues to 
chase his athletic dreams in 
td monton. 

The Ugandan swimmer — 
granted asylum in Canada four 
months ago after getting death 
threats in his home country for 
being transgender — sat down 
with Metro to describe life in 
the city nearly eight months 
after staying on after an inter¬ 
national swim competition. 

"Life's not easy here," the 
22-year-old admitted. “You have 
to work very hard, and it's not 
easy to find work.... But 1 have 
so many people who are there 
for me, supporting me." 

He works as a restaurant 
dishwasher, but hopes to find 
a job as a Fitness instructor, 
coach or anything sports-re¬ 
lated — his passion. 

Since arriving, he's co-foimd- 
ed an Edmonton LGETQ soccer 
team, teaches autistic kids to 
swim, and plays soccer in a lo¬ 
cal recreational league team. 

But not everyone is so ac¬ 
cepting in Canada. Last Wed¬ 
nesday, after working out at 
Commonwealth pool, a “re¬ 
spectable-looking man" in his 
50s accosted him on an other¬ 
wise empty LKT car. yelling at 
him for his skin colour. 

“‘He said, 'Go hack to your 


country,"" Katiiti recounted. 
Then he poked me in the chest 
and kept poking me hard, say¬ 
ing 'Are you a man or a woman? 
Y—k] You are like monkeys? 

“I was so scared. But 1 just 
kept calm ... After! found free¬ 
dom here, and something like 
this happens, it felt really bad 
and really pulled me back." 

But after t he troub li ng inci¬ 
dent — on what was his second 
time on the LKT — he went to 
St. Paul's United Church for 
support. 

The congregation has offered 
Katiiti a lifeline in Edmonton. 
He sings in the choir, reads in 
sendees, and the minister has 
even hosted him at her house 
during his search for housing. 
(He finally moved into a base¬ 
ment suite on March 1). 

finding acceptance in a faith 
community in Canada was an 
unexpected blessing, he said, 
particularly after seeing ex¬ 
treme religious-based perse¬ 
cution first-hand in Uganda. 

“1 used to go to- church 
every Sunday, but they chased 
me out," he revealed. “They 
preached every week against 
homosexuality: an American 
Evangelical church goes to 
Uganda to support and fund 
those churches. 

“So 1 never expected I'd ever 
find a church where I could 
worship and be who 1 am — to 
be a trims man with faith, after 
everything 3've been through, 
3 think is one of my biggest 
achievements."’ 

As a refugee, being separated 
and unable to see his friends 
back home is especially pain¬ 
ful. They’re still risking their 
lives every day, Katiiti said, and 
just recently one of his clos¬

Edmontonians have many ideas 
on what should be done with the 
High Level Bridge, as t he city gets 
ready lo study the future of the 
historic span. 

The city recently put out n re¬ 
quest to hue a consultant to do a 
structural feasibility assessment 
of the 104-year-old bridge, which 
will require rehabilitation in the 
next five to 10 years. 

Assessors will also provide Ed¬ 
monton with concepts planners 
ran use for potential modifica¬ 
tions, which include widening 
the sidewalks on the lower deck, 
and adding LKI tracks and two 
4.2-nietre paths on the upper 
deck. 


“Now is the perfect time to 
assess the structural feasibility 
of various options to determine 
what maybe possiblesaid city 
spokesperson Kelly EitzGibbon, 
in an email Monday. 

The study comes after cyc¬ 
lists raised concerns over the 
current shared-use path, call¬ 
ing it too narrow ever since the 
city installed suicide prevention 
barriers at a cost of S3 million. 

Andre Lessard. who was jog¬ 
ging through the bridge Mon¬ 
day, said he would like to see 
wider paths. 

“It's a safety issue,* he said. “1 
cycle as well. With the [suicide 
harriers) sticking out, it doesn't 
feel safe. It's also tough to get 
around pedestrians sometimes 
when there's a lot of them* 

Victoria Lieu, who was biking 
across the bridge Monday, said 
she hopes possible renovations 
to the bridge get done as soon 
as possible. 

“A lot of people use this 
bridge, especially in the sum¬ 
mer,* she said. “So if the city is 
going to fix it, they should do it; 
its quickly as they can because it 


would cause quite a bit of con¬ 
gestion issues.” 

But the city doesn’t entirely 
have the final say on potential 
changes to the High Level Bridge. 

T he province holds a right of 
way for the upper deck, which 
it could use for a high-speed rail 
line running between Calgary 
and Edmonton. 

Though Edmonton planners 
weren’t available For an inter¬ 
view Monday, Rob Gillard, the 
city's director of facility and cap- 
ital planning, said in July the 
province Gin claim it, but the 
deal is under review. 

“We have granted them the 
ability to. with 21 months notice, 
they can exercise their right to 
the bridge and use the upper 
deck for whatever purpose they 
want." he said. 

Once the study is complete, 
the city can then review all op¬ 
tions to modify the bridge. The 
study will also inform Edmon¬ 
ton's LKT concept planning study 
for a future "'circulator.’ 1 which is 
a proposed LET' line that would 
inn through the downtown and 
Old Strathcona.

Pi Live service 
caters to 
people who use 
wheelchairs

A new company has entered 
the competitive ride-hailing 
market in Edmonton* but with 
a unique focus on accessibility. 

Launched in February, Pi 
Live is: an Edmonton fleet 
working to make efficient 
transportation available to 
people who use wheelchairs 
or have other mobility issues. 

Hides can be booked 
through a smartphone upp, 
and the seven vehicles they 
have so far are equipped with a 
ramp for easy access for people 
using wheelchairs. 

Manager Osman Mohamed 
is a former taxi driver who said 
he used to see people with 
wheelchairs being “neglected" 
by conventional transporta¬ 
tion services.

He said he's "pleased" to 
help give independence to 
an underserved demographic. 

While taxi companies are 
required to have some ac¬ 
cessible vehicles, and local 
rideshare company TappCar 
has said they're committed 


to having vans that can take 
wheelchairs, critics say that 
many are still left waiting. 

Bean GiU, co-founder of 
Re Yu Paralysis Recover Cen¬ 
tre. uses a wheelchair and said 
taxi drivers who didn’t want 
to store her chair have refused 


her service, 

Even when taxi companies 
are willing to give her a ride, 
wait times for an accessible 
vehicle can be long, she said. 

S-he added that having an af¬ 
fordable transportation option 
means independence. 


The lower 
the prices for 
transportation the 
more people will 
use the services.

“The majority of us don't 
have a layge income or extra 
money to spend on transpor¬ 
tation," she said. 

“The lower the prices for 
transportation the more 
people will use the services, 
more people with disabilities 
will be living their lives with 
independence." 

Pi Live's rates are slightly 
less than taxis, at SI per kilo¬ 
metre and 50.42 per minute, 
compared to average taxi rates 
of $l.4S per kilometre and

“I am proud to drive any¬ 
one to their destination that 
is needed," Mohamed said. 

“This is something we see 
ourselves making changes to 
in the industry"

Hockey Canada 
to make smaller 
ice surfaces 
mandatory 

Hotkey Canada says it will 
make it mandatory that chil¬ 
dren getting their first intro¬ 
duction to the game play on 
reduced-size ice surfaces in¬ 
stead of full-sized rinks. 

The organization which 
governs amateur hockey has 
been recommending huif-ice, 
or cross-ice, for its initiation 
programs for five and sis-year- 
olds for over three decades. 

A number of provincial ama¬ 
teur hockey bodies already re¬ 
quire links be partitioned into 
smaller surfaces for games for 
their youngest players. 

But Paul Carson. Hockey 
Canada's vice-president of 
membership development, said 
there are still holdouts where 
beginners play their games on 
full-sized rinks. 

" We know statistically when 

i7 

you're in a smaller playing 
area it increases the number 


of puck touches, it increases 
the number of battles for loose 
pucks, it increases the number 
of shots on goal, it increas¬ 
es the number of passes and 
pass receptions," said Carson 
as he explained how smaller 
ice surfaces improve skills de¬ 
velopment. 


“We've coined the phrase, 
‘Decrease the space, increase 
the pace.' It does make all play¬ 
ers better," 

The mandatory policy will 
take effect for the 2017-2CHS 
season. 

Not everyone agrees reduced 
size is the best way to foster 


skill. Some online forums and 
blogs argue there are kids who 
are ready for full ice and that 
it's wrong to hold them back. 
They argue it's important to 
learn icing and offsides. 

The Saskatchewan Hockey 
Association, which recently 
mandated smaller surfaces for 


beginners for the 2016-2017 
season, acknowledged on its 
website that some parents may 
want full ice because they want 
their child to “play like pro¬ 
fessionals do" and experience 
“real hockey.” 

But the site also includes a 
link to a video showing adult 
hockey players on a rink with 
enlarged dimensions and giant 
nets to demonstrate what the 
experience of full-size ice looks 
like for kids. 

Wayne Wong, an Hdmon¬ 
ion dad who volunteers as a 
coach for initiation hockey, 
said many kids start the sea¬ 
son just learning to balance on 
skates. They progress quickly 
to stopping and turning, he 
said, but games are played on 
a divided surface across the 
width of the rink. 

Wong, whose own son is 
four and jiust started playing, 
said he used the word “games" 
loosely, in quotes. "1 can’t im¬ 
agine having kids play the full 
ice if it's a game format,” he 
continued. "Especially if they 
tried to make them go from 
one end to the other, it would 
be a lot of skating.”

Suncor 
says it's 
on track 

Oil production remains offline 
two weeks after a fire halted 
operations at the Syncrude 
oil sand s mining complex in 
nonhem Alberta but its largest 
owner says it still expects to 
meet 2017 targets. 

Suncor Energy Inc. said Mon¬ 
day it was still on track to meet 
its guidance issued in Novem¬ 
ber of between SBO.QOO and 
720.000 barrels of crude per 
day, in part because of strong 
results from its other oilsunds 
and offshore assets. The com¬ 
pany's forecast called for be¬ 
tween 150,000 and 165.000 
bpd this year from its 54 per 
cent stake in Syncrude. 

Suncor said some of the im¬ 
pact of the unplanned outage 
will be offset by advancing 
an eight-week maintenance 
turnaround that was originally 
scheduled to begin next month. 

The fire erupted on March 
14 at the Mildred lake oilsands 
upgrader after a pipeline began 
leaking near one of its two 
hydro-treating units. Lt burned 
for two days.

Alberta Premier Rachel Notley 
and Saskatchewan Premier 
Brad Wall continue to take 
jabs at one another over their 
provincial budgets. 

Notley's government tabled 
a budget this month that relics 
on forecasted economic growth 
to reach balance in six years, it 
includes a S 10.3-billion deficit 
and &71 billion in debt by 2020. 

Wall's deficit budget of Si.3 
billion boosts the provincial 
sales tax and cuts everything 
from public-sector wages to 
funding for libraries. The goal 
is to whittle down the deficit 
to S685 million by the end of 
the fiscal year and achieve bal¬ 
ance in three years. 

Notley was asked Monday 
whether there is anything in 
the Saskatchewan budget that 
she would never do and her 
response was: “Almost every¬ 
thing." 


She used Wall's five per cent 
cut to post-secondary education 
as an example of what she sees 
as short-term thinking that will 
pinch off economic growth. 

On the weekend. Wall took 


to Twitter to say he wasn't 
about to take budgeting ad¬ 
vice from Notley and the Al¬ 
berta NOP. He tweeted an edi¬ 
torial cartoon of Notley and a 
provincial debt that runs off 


the charts. 

''Premier Notley decided to 
give us some budgeting ad¬ 
vice/ he quipped. "Thanks, 
but no thanks.” 

Wall and Notley have been at

each other since the Saskatch¬ 
ewan budget was released last 
Wednesday. Notley responded 
to the document by saying:

On Friday, Wall urged people 
to look at the Alberta premier's 
record. 

“Since she (Notley) was elect¬ 
ed, their government has in¬ 
creased every tax, introduced 
anew r tax, a multibillion-dollar 
carbon tax and have posted ... 
two S 10-billion deficits/Wall 
said. 

“I'm about as interested in 
fiscal advice from the Alberta 
NOP as I would be in Twitter 
etiquette advice from (U.S. 
President) Donald Trump.”

Alberta Premier Rachel Notley 
says ending time change in .Al¬ 
berta ls a good idea. 

She says the only problem is 
deciding which way to switch. 

The legislature is considering a 
private member's bill that would 
see Aberta end the biannual 
ritual 

NDP backbencher Thomas 
Dang's proposal calls fbr Alberta 
to be on cen tial standard time all 
year instead of mountain ti me. 

That means Alberta would be 
on the same lime as Saskatch¬ 
ewan year round, one hour ahead 
of British Columbia in the sum¬ 
mer and two hours ahead of B.C. 
in the winter. 

Notley says she supports 
Dang’s bill in principle, but the 
jury is still out on which time 
zone to go with.

tnvironment Candida is pro¬ 
jecting that, based on policies 
in place last November, the 
country was on pace to miss 
its reduction target for green¬ 
house gas emissions by 2030.

The projections, which were 
compiled in February and pub¬ 
lished online this month, are 
not a forecast of how emissions 
will change in the coining years.

Gold coin 
pinched 

A massive gold coin issued by 
the Royal Canadian Mint has 
been stolen from a museum in 
Germany. 

Police in Berlin say thieves 
broke into the German cap¬ 
ital's Bode Museum before dawn 
Monday and made off with the 
100-kilogram 
gold coin 
worth millions 
of dollars. 

The “Big 
Maple Leaf" 
coin, which 
The "Big Maple is three centi- 
Leaf" coin, metres thick 
with a diameter 
of 53 centimetres, has a portrait 
of the Queen on one side and 
maple leaves on the other. 

T he museum, which has one 
of the largest coin collections in 
the world, said on its website that 
coin has been on loan in its nu¬ 
mismatic collection since 2010. 

It was issued by the Royal Can¬ 
adian Mint in 2007 and it is in 
the Guinness Book of Records 
for its purity of999.99i'1000 gold.

Morneau said Monday that 
the feds "haven't made enough 
progress’* in terms of taxing 
marijuana and several other 
issues related to legalizing 
the drug. 

The focus has instead been 
on making sure weed stays 
out of the hands of children 
and criminals, Morneau said 
during a news conference in 
Calgary. 

"Those are our two key goals 
as we move forward," he said. 

"The issue around taxation, 
any of those issues, are very 
subsidiary to those first two 
goals, and we've not yet got¬ 
ten to conclusions on those 
sort of aspects at this time." 

News of the pending legisla¬ 
tion — the timing of which, 
media reports suggest, means 


recreational pot would be fully 
legal by July 1 , 20 I S — pushed 
up share prices Monday for 
the country's large marijuana 
producers. 

Shares of Canopy Growth 
Corp. closed 11 per cent higher 
after gai ning £ 1.10 to $ \ 0.9S on 
the Toronto Stock Exchange. 
Aphria finished S.39 percent 
higher at $6.72 per share, a 
gain of 52 cents. 

Yet Morneau's comments 
suggest at least one key issue 
remains far from resolved, 
despite the fact multiple gov¬ 
ernment sources confirmed 
Monday that the government 
plans to introduce the bill dur¬ 
ing the week of April 10. 

And the timing has at least 
one critic suggesting the Lib¬

Liberals urged to sell assets to private sector 


A new report is urging the Tru¬ 
deau Liberals to make its new, 
experimental infrastructure 
bank a centre for helping cities 
and provinces sell off existing 
assets, rather than just helping 
to build new infrastructure. 

The CD. Howe Institute says 
the Liberals, along with prov¬ 
inces, territories and cities, 
could raise between £67-5100 
billion by selling off revenue- 
generating assets like airports 
that would be attractive to 
private sector investors. 

The Liberals have been con¬ 


sidering whether to sell off 
stakes in Canada’s airports, 
Finance Minister Bill Morneau 
said last week, adding that it 
is part of an ongoing discus¬ 
sion around what assets the 
government should continue 
to own. 

The paper says the Liberals 
should also consider allowing 
domestic or foreign investors 
to cover the full price for pro¬ 
jects, absent public funding. 

Benjamin Dachis, the in¬ 
stitute’s associate director of 
research and the author of 


the paper, says the Liberals 
should also provide provincial 
and municipal governments 
with financian incentives to 
work with the proposed bank. 

The bank would use $35 
billion in federal cash and 
financing to pull into four 
times that amount from the 
private sector, if all goes ac¬ 
cording to plan, to help pay 
for new projects. 

“Government spending has 
its inevitable limits, and gov¬ 
ernment ownership of much 
of Canada's major infrastruc¬ 


ture is limiting the ability of 
governments to invest in the 
new infrastructure Canadians 
needT Dachis writes. 

“A systematic policy in 
which governments seek to 
broaden the ownership of 
Canada's billions of dollars 
of government user-fee sup¬ 
ported assets would address 
this problem. It would also 
open investment opportun¬ 
ities for institutional investors 
keen to invest in Canadian 
infrastructure."

Polite have found no evidence 
that the man who Ml led four 
people in London last week was 
associated with the Islamic State 
group or al-Qaida (a.k.a. Daesh], 
a senior British counterterror¬ 
ism officer said Monday. 

Deputy Assistant Commis¬ 
sioner Neil Basil of the Metro¬ 
politan Police said Westminster 
attacker Khalid Masood clearly 
had “an interest in jihad." but 
police have no indication he 
discussed his attack plans with 
others. 

Basu. who also serves as 
Britain's senior national coor¬

attack — in which Masood ran

Canadian cuisine might indude 
a mix of culinary traditions, blit 
the food of one of the country's 
founding groups is largely mis¬ 
sing. An emerging group of 
indigenous chefs and restau¬ 
rateurs hope to change that. 

Rich Francis, chef-owner of 
Seventh Fire Hospitality Group 
in Saskatoon, says he's “cook¬ 
ing for reconciliation" as he 
specializes in his interpretation 
of modern indigenous cuisine. 

"Everything that's been 
taught in school is through a 
colonial lens. It's not pur story. 
lt K s colonial hooks, so now E'm 
stepping into a time where 
we are telling our own stories 
through our own lens and our 
own vision" 

Francis, a member of the 
Tetlit Gwich'in and Tuscarora 
Nation and originally from Fort 
McPherson, N.W.T., was a final- 
ist on Top Chef Canada and 
is opening a restaurant this 
summer. 

Meanwhile, he's altering and 
conducting events like a recent 
Cooking for Reconciliation din¬ 
ner series in Vancouver, where 
he focused on local indigenous 
foods such as halibut, razor 
clams, and stone fruits. 

Lenore .Newman, a E.C. pro¬ 
fessor with a Canada Research 
Chair in food security and en¬ 
vironment, says the countiy is 


seeing a resurgence in indigen¬ 
ous food "and a very timely one 
that needs to happen." 

“1 think there is still serious 
reparation to be made, though. '' 

During work for her recent 
book. Speaking in Cod Tongues: 
A Canadian Culinary journey, 
Newman learned of indigenous 
groups' huge role in helping 
early settlers survive. 

"Then you enter this horrible 
period where indigenous cui¬ 
sine was actively destroyed and 
used as a weapon. The biggest 
example is the clearing of the 
bison and how that was basic¬ 
ally a genocide.” says Newman. 


"Cut here on the West Coast 
the potlatch was banned. In 
residential schools, people were 
taken away from their indigen¬ 
ous foods. They were prevented 
from using them or talking 
about them. 

“We have a lot of reckoning 
to do and some of that is culin¬ 
ary. And so what that meant 
was for a very long time you 
didn't hear about indigenous 
cuisine except very peripherally 
as kind of exotic." 

Tina Ottereyes, who manages 
'iea-N'-Eannock. agrees First Na¬ 
tions food is “very underrepre¬ 
sented" in Canada's restaurant

sphere and is happy more eat¬ 
eries are opening. 

“WeTe starting to share 
more of our culture and more 
of our food," says Ottereyes, 
from Wemindji Cnee First Na¬ 
tion on James Bay in Quebec. 


“When 3 grew up we hunted 
and we trapped and we fished, 
T hat was my culture, that was 
the food that I ate.... Each tribe 
has a different diet according 
to their area" 

The menu at Tea-N-Bannock 
reflects traditional dishes from 
different tribes. 

Hominy corn grown by a 
local farmer is the base for 
their Ojibwa corn soup, made 
through a hbour-iatensive pro¬ 
cess, while wild rice comes 
front First Nations people in 
northwestern Ontario. 

Though meats like elk and 
bison are prepared tradition¬ 


ally, they are farmed, not wild, 
because the product must be 
certified and inspected. 

Francis says there should be 
some leniency when it comes 
to wild food. 

“The regulations put in place 
by the government don’t allow 
us to fully express ourselves," 
he explained. 

Elsewhere in Toronto, Nish- 
Dish, a cafe focused on Anishi- 
naabe recipes, was slated to 
open this month in Toronto.

According la his Tinder pro¬ 
file, Liam Nelson, 26. likes good 
musk and good food. He dislikes 
bad music and bad food. He also 
considers himself sapio^exua]. 

To Nelson, who is straight and 
works as a recruiter in Toronto, 
this means not necessarily a 
woman's IQbut her emotional 
maturity and open-mindedness. 
He knows if s entirely subjective. 

“It's no different from saving: 
Tm attracted to brunettes.' It's 
not some sort of strict rule. It's 
what we know about ourselves 
in terms of what tends to push 
our buttons in order to feel at¬ 
traction," Nelson says. 

“SapiqsexuaT refers to those 
“sexually attracted to bighly-in- 
telligent people " according to 
Merriam-Webster. Derived from 
the Larin for wise, sapiosexuality 
is technically genderless. 

While the concept isn't new. 
the term has become a common 
declaration on dating apps. 


Because it's 2017. there is, of 
course, an app for this. Newly- 
launched Sapio, designed for 
those “sick of superficial hookup 
apps." daims to have 50,000 new 
users in the Iasi month. 

■"Sapiosexual 1 * was defined 
as early as 2004 on Urban Dic¬ 
tionary as “one who finds intel¬ 
ligence the most sexually at¬ 
tractive feature." 

The definition has been up¬ 
dated several times in the last 
few years to take on a more 


cynical tone appropriate for 
the digital age. From 2016: "for 
many, defining oneself its sapdp- 
sexual Lsalso a statement against 
the current status quo of hookup 
culture and superficiality, where 
looks are prized above all else." 

Some critics say sapiosex¬ 
uality is ableist and possibly 
discriminatory, as intelligence 
comes in many forms. 

“The saying ‘smart is sexy' 
is problematic because you're 
insinuating (probably subcon¬ 


sciously} that those who aren't 
'traditionally' smart are less at¬ 
tractive," wrote one commenter 
on a Facebook thread. The web¬ 
site Bustle called sapiosexuality 
"the worst dating trend" because 
it seems exclusionary. 

Lindsay Gonder. 33, says she 
always swipes left on — ignores 
— self-proclaimed sapiosexuais. 
She doesn’t like what the label 
implies: the pressure to perform 
"being smart" in order to appear 
attractive to someone else. 


She also rejects the idea that 
intelligence and sex are mutual¬ 
ly exclusive. “I on be intelligent 
and just want to hook up. and 
it's my decision," Gonder says. 

Intelligence is an increasingly 
desirable trait in a partner, ac¬ 
cording to what's known as the 
American mate selection survey. 

The most recent analysis, pub¬ 
lished in 2015 in the Journal 
of Family Issues, found men 
ranked “education and intel¬ 
ligence" fourth, up from 11th

of mischief, so I think doing the 
unexpected satisfies the Puck 
_ in me. It's like: 'A-ha! Let’s 
cause some trouble! 1 

“When people find out 
who produced (The Kide'|, 


it's like: ‘Oh. that's interest¬ 
ing? What were they doing 
in the studio together?’ And 1 
love that. I love making people 
think. I don't like to do the 
same thing twice ... Tm always 
seeking to learn. So 1 always 
wondered quietly: ‘What would 
it be like if 1 teamed up with 
an alternative producer?" Like, 
a real, traditional, alternative 
producer. 1 ’ 

Furtado was introduced to 
Congieton via Annie “St. Vin¬ 
cent" Clark, whom she be¬ 
friended a few years ago when 
playing a festival in Japan. 

After hearing Congleton's 
work on 2014's acclaimed St. 
Vincent, Furtado slyly prevailed 
upon Clark to pass along his 
number and rang him up in 
Texas. And. although she will 
concede “I think he was sus¬ 
picious" at first, the two hit it 
off immediately and decided 
what the hell, knowing full 


well they were both taking a 
bit of a gamble mi the project. 

“We both had a lot to lose 
and a lot to gain, you know 
what .1 mean?" says Furtado. 
“We were both taking a risk 
by working with each other. 
But when both parties have 
some skin in the game, you 
both really want to make it 
work. You're there for a reason. 

"And the reason just emer¬ 
ges. For him, he was hell-bent 
on me just showing my artis tic 
side. But J had to prove myself 
to him as an artist first. But I 
think that's my whole thing: 
I like to show people what I 
can do." 

Congieton was merciless, but 
in a good way. Furtado played 
him everything she'd demoed 
and “he didn't like any of it." 

Eventually, the two realized 
they shared an enthusiasm for 
improvisation and the creative 
floodgates opened, with Congle- 


ton throwing random beats 
around and Furtado unearthing 
some older songs and finding 
new life in them, 

“All 1 wanted was a singular¬ 
sounding album and I think 
John provided that," she says. 

“As a singer, actually, he also 
pushed me. I sing the lowest 
note I've ever recorded on 
Dreams and the highest note 
I’ve ever recorded on a song 
called Live. Octaves between 
them. On Live, 1 was like: 'Real¬ 
ly, John, are you sure want the 
chorus in the higher octave? 
It's really high. 1 sound like 
a whiny wild animal.' And he 
said: ‘Nope. I like it. Because 
it has urgency. It has urgency 
and you sound like what you’re 
singing.’ 

“And 1 was, like, ‘Oh, yeah. 
You're right." Really, only a real¬ 
ly experienced and talented 
producer is able to pinpoint 
something like that "

Hockey's next frontier

NBA serves 
as a model in 
expanding a 
sport in China 

When Andong Song started play¬ 
ing hockey in China at age 6. he 
wore figure skates on his feet and 
had to use the straight parts of 
short-track speedskating rinks 
for practice. 

His father brought back equip¬ 
ment from his travels one piece 
at a time, and his family moved 
to Canada a few years later so 
he could pursue a career in the 
sport. Song, the first Chinese 
player selected in the NHL draft, 
envisions a day when that sort of 
cross-global exodus is no longer 
necessary for kids growing up 
in China. 

That could be coming soon 
with the NHL looking at China 
as hockey's next great frontier. 
With the 2022 Winter Olympics 
in Beijing. China is eager to step 
up its game and the league is in¬ 
trigued by the potential ofa new 
non-traditional market with 1.4 
billion people that might take 
to hockey like it did basketball. 

“It's a place that hasn't had 
that much of an opportunity to 
be introduced to what everybody 
acknowledges is a great game," 
commissioner Gary Bettman 
said. “Because of the size of the 
market and the fact that lots of 
sports haven't been developed 
there, it's a good opportunity to 
expand the sport even further." 

This week. Bettman is 
expected to announce NHL pre¬ 
season games in China between 
the Los Angeles Kings and Van¬ 
couver Canucks, along with 
grassroots programs to build a 
hockey foundation where the 
NBA hELS laid one for decELdes. 
It's the first big step toward the 
NHL making inroads in China, 
whether or not players partici¬ 
pate in the 20IS Olympics in 


neighbouring South Korea. 

NHL Players’ Association 
executive director Don Lehr said 
showcasing the NHL. running 
clinics and getting more broad¬ 
cast coverage all figure into the 
long-term strategy. Even though 
Russia's expansive KontinentaJ 
Hockey League now has a team 
based in Beijing, NHL exhibition 
glumes—and potentially regular- 
season games as early as fall 2018 
— will have a bigger impact. 

“Even with the KHL there, 
they know it’s not the best 
league," said Song, a Beijing 
native and sixth-round pick of 
the New York Isla nders in 2015 
who now plays for the Madison 
Capitols of the United States 


Hoekev League, “’lhey know it's 
not the NHL." 

According to the International 
Ice Hockey Federation, China 
only has 1,101 registered play- 
ers and 154 indoor rinks. De¬ 
spite having a quarter of China's 
population,. the U.5. Luts 543,239 
players and 1.S0O indoor rinks. 

By October, £4 different NBA 
teams will have pkiyed 24 pre- 
season games in greater China 
since 2004, so the NHL has some 
catching up to do. The Boston 
Bruins sent an envoy on a Chi¬ 
nese tour last summer that in¬ 
cluded pdyers Matt Beleskeyand 
David Pastraak, and Washington 
Capitals owner Ted Leonsis re 
cently said his team could be 


next after hosting youth players 
from China in January. 

"There will be about 200 new 
rinks being built in China and 
we would expect China being 
a very, very formidEible force 
in the Olympics," said Leonsis, 
who allied Chin;t the next great 
hockey market. “And also we'll 
see that China will be producing 
players and 1 would expect that 
we'll have NHL players that were 
bom and trained, just like we’ve 
seen in the NBA. and China will 
be able to bring players here." 

The NBA gained popularity in 
China in part due to Yao Ming, 
the first pick: in the 2002 draft. 
The NHL is going into China 
hoping to develop homegrown 
stars. Chinese broadcaster and 
producer Longmou Li said 50th 
600 new families are joining the 
Beijing Hockey Association each 
year, which could mean churn¬ 
ing out an NHL first-round pick 
every five to six years. 
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Because hockey is just so 
passionate a game, is so fast a 
game, it's so easy to get people 
to get involved.
